plaintiff. The case will be appealed.

LEGISLATURE 


IT WAS ABOUT DAY-LIGHT WH EV 
THE STATE LEGISLATURE AD­ 
JOURNED SUNDAY MORN­ 
ING. 


The houses could have closed at 
m idnight had it not been for pending 
^conference committee reports on the 
general maintenance and deficiency 
appropriation 
bills. 
The 
difference 
over the former was the amount to 
be allowed the state board of agri­ 
culture for tick eradication work. In 
the house this was placed at $30,000 
while the Senate committee reporting 
the bill reduced it to $20,000. In pass­ 
ing, however, the senate reinserted 
the house figures, but conference com­ 
m ittee pushed it back to $20,000. 
It is believed the total appropria­ 
tions out of the general fund made 
by the legislature will reach $5,500,000 
about $400,000 being in deficiencies. 
T he remainder is for maintenance of 
state departm ents and institutions for 
two years. The estimate is that ap­ 
proxim ately $2,250,000 have been ap­ 
propriated out of the public build­ 
ing fund of the state at this session, 
but the members believe the Gover­ 
nor will veto all save probably $1,- 
000,000. The issue of public building 
bonds was authorized to the amount 
of $3,000,000 which include appropria­ 
tion made by former legislatures. 
At a late hour 
the 
bill 
creating 
twentysseven tax assessors was adopt 
cd on conference committee report. 
The positions are not created until 
January, 1912, and the assessor will 
t>e required to personally visit the 
property for purpose of assessing. He 
4s required to keep the list of proper­ 


ty alphabetically as well as by de­ 
scription. 
Interurban Bill Passes. 
One of the most im portant meas- 
jures put through 
during 
the 
final 
hours was that which strikes at the 
so-called street railway monopolies. 
and requires that interurban 
lines 
shall have the right to use tracks of 
existing companies in getting into a 
city. Leases for such service shall be 
made only under the supervision of 
the corporation commission, and the 
commission fixes the charges. Either 
side under existing procedure will 
have the right of appeal to the su­ 
preme court. 
The state capitol commission was 
dealt a final blow when the houses 
completed after midnight the Echols 
bill, which in place of the legisla­ 
ture requires the state board of af­ 
fairs to approve plans for a state 
capitol building. All the capitol com­ 
mission received from this legislature 
was pay for the time they have al­ 
ready put in, 
which 
amounts 
are 
found in the deficiency bill. 
After laboring through with a joint 
resolution submitting to a vote of the 
people on April 25 a proposed sub­ 
stitute for Sec. 9 of Art. IX of the 
constitution, the legislature neglect­ 
ed to provide a ballot title which, it 
is asserted today, invalidates the act. 
Heretofore it has been required that 
the attorney General furnish the bal­ 
lot title, but a subsequent act of the 
legislature, it was recalled, requires 
that the ^legislature 
in 
submitting 
questions shall attach the ivallot title. 
This being true, and the passage of 
the joint resolution does not auto­ 
matically repeal any formerly fixed 
procedure, 
the 
joint 
resolution 
is 
dead. 
Primary Election Law. 
The house failed to pass the sen­ 
ate’s bill amending the primary elec­ 
tion law, the chief change in which 
is requiring that the state be redis­ 
tricted and the names of primary 


candidates rotated therein. A candi­ 
date’s name beginning with the first 
letter would be at top of the list in 
the first district and at the bottom 
in the second. 
The state board of election pass­ 
ed a resolution yesterday requiring 
the secretary in the next primary 
election to employ the rot at on sys­ 
tem; also to reqiiir 
county election 
boards throughout the state to file es­ 
timates of the number of ballots re­ 
quired in each precinct for every or­ 
ganized party, and the secretary is 
orde red to add 25 per cent more bal­ 
lots than estimated. 
Failure of the legislature to enact 
a primary election law, as well as to 
make certain changes in the general 
election law, will result 
n th** bills 
drawn by the “Honest Election Com- 
jmission,” composed of all parties, be- 
j ing initiated during the summer. Wil­ 
liam H. Murray of Tishomingo, presi­ 
d e n t of the constitutional convention 
and candidate for governor against 
Lee Cruce last August, who was here 
watching the legislature work, said 
tonight that he was gratified over 
what the legislature did generally, 
but regretted 
that 
proper changes 
were not made in the primary and 
general laws. 
“The only good feature in the pri­ 
mary act, as presented,” said 
Mr. 
Murray, “was the rotation of candi­ 
dates’ names. Neither the general law 
passed nor the primary law proposed 
made had any penalty for making a 
false return or against a crooked 
count. 
* 
Failure to pass a congressional re­ 
districting bill means, members say 
tonight, that a special session of the 
legislature will be held in the fall 
or winter, providing congress fixes 
the hatio at its extra session. 
Bills Before Governor. 
There are many bills resting be­ 
fore the governor for consideration, 
but none of them become law unless 
approved by him and such approval 
must be given within fifteen days aft­ 
er final adjournment, or by March 26. 
Up to date the governor has approv­ 
ed seventy-three bills and resolutions 
requiring the assent of both houses 
of the legislature. 
Only 
thirty-six 
of the number carried the emergency 
clause. Two appropriation bills were 
vetoed. Among the acts signed were 
those amending the fee bill in re­ 
gard to the 
sheriffs 
and 
deputies, 
amending the county division law, fix­ 
ing the method of serving summons 
on foreign 
corporations, 
amending 
the bank guaranty law, adopting the 
Harris-Day code of laws.

Leavenworth,

12.— 
That Ben Cravens, the notorious des­ 
perado of Oklahoma and Kansas who 
escaped from the 
Kansas 
peniten­ 
tiary in 1900 is serving a sentence for 
grand larceny in the Missouri peni­ 
tentiary under the name of Charles 
'Mobs, is the positive statem ent of 
William Ducket, Bertillion clerk in 
the Kansas penitentiary. 
Duckett had just 
returned 
from 
Jefferson City where 
he 
positively 
identified Cravens by peculiar scars. 
An anonymous letter led to the iden­ 
tification. Standing rew ards for Crav­ 
ens’ 
arrest 
aggregated 
$10,000, 
of 
which $6,000 was offered by the Ok­ 
lahoma Anti-Horse Thief association. 
Cravens had just begun to s» rve a 
twenty-year sentence for murder in 
Oklahoma when with two other pris­ 
oners he escaped from the Kansas 
prison. -With his companions he man­ 
ufactured dummy revolvers and with 
them 
surprised 
the 
guards. 
They 
were pursued by a posse that killed 
one of the fugitives. 
The 
clue 
to 
Cravens’ whereabouts was given to 
Kansas prison officials by an anony­ 
mous letter from an Illinois town.
